NoMore Rust 


New Uses are are Being Found 
for Stainless Steel Eve 


Day 

When the British Industries Pair 
opens at Olympia a good many visi. 
tors will He as much {nterested in 
the new Empire Mall as in the ex. 
hibits. This great building, which 
nearly doubles the accommodation of 
the old Olympla, is, Indead, one of 
the best advertisements that British 
industry could have. 

At the end. of March last year a. 
number of housea with gardens were 
still standing on the site, and some 
of them were ati] occupied. The 
building of the new hall atarted on 
April ist, bullding and excavation co- 
ing forward at the same time, All 
records in construction have heen 
broken; and two of the floors—-there 
are to be four in all—will be used for 
the fair. 

lt has been a case of real hustle. 
The average rate of steel construction 
work in London {sg 100 tons q week; 
in the case of the Empire Hall the 
rate has been 100 tons a day, and the 
whole of the steelwork has beer 
erected In seven months. 

Towed Round the World 

This remarkable feat affords anoth- 
er proof of the way in which the use 
of steel is revolutionizing bullding 
methods, But we are really only at 
the beginning of the new Age of Steel. 

One of the things that will be no- 
ticed at the Empire Hall is the fact 
that polished stainless steel fs used 
for all the interlor fittings, Including 
the turnstiles, and for the lettering, 
“Empire Hall,” above the entrance. 
This stainless steel is of special in- 
terest, for the new varieties of stain- 
léss steel now being. produced are 
capable of a thousand different uses. 

It wouldn't be any exaggeration to 
say that stainless steel can now be 
turned out which is as different from 
the old kind used in ordinary stain- 
less cutlery as cheese is from chalk. 
You can now get steel that is proof 
against all corrosion in a way never 
previously known. 

A good example of the qualities of 
the new stainless steel is afforded by . 
the Strand front of the Savoy Hotel, 
True, the London atmosphere can pro- 
duce the appearance of rust even on 
this sort of steel. But-it is appear- 
ance only—the reality of rust has been 
banished. For it has been proved 
that such strains are merely on the 
surface. They are due to the sulphur 
in the air, and regular washing with 
soap and water {fs all that is needed 
to preserve the original high polish, 

Withstanding the corroding effects 
of the London atmosphere would 
seem a supreme test for any building 
material, but the new stainless steel 
has been subjected to other teste as. 
well. A specimen of it has been tow- 
ed round the world in the wake of a 
liner—a fairly thoroughgoing test. — 

In industry, stainless steel is prov- 
ing its worth, and more and more 
use of it is being made for domestic. 
purposes. . One of the latest Ideas 
in this line is the use of stainless 
steel plates for the side of gas stoves, 
It is expected that it. will prove more 
satisfactory for this purpose than 
enamel, 

For Whales and Cathedrals 

But the uses of stainless steel are 
innumerable. It has recently been 
employed for strengthening the dome 
of St. Paul's Cathedral. Chemical 
works are ow substituting it for 
porcelain in making the. containers 
for certain acids, with a consequent 
big saving in maintenance costs. It 
has proved its worth’as the material 
for the* white traffic marks let into 
our roadways at certain points in or- 
der to guide vehicles and diminish 
the risk of accidents. 

Even the biologists are using It. 
The movements of whales In the 
world’s seas are now being studied, 
the method adopted to keep track of 
them being the shooting of metal disks 
into their hide. These disks are made 
of stainless steel. All this is of partt- 
cular interest to Canadians because

What Came 
, Of a Sketch 


Ryerson was an American boy who 
rent to Florence, Italy, to study art. 

he oterles of some of these American 
youths’ efforts to get an art educa 
tion half a century ago are almost io 
eredible. Kyerson paid bis expenses 
to Italy and lived there a year op 
$350 : 

One day when be was eating his 
usual dinner of macaroiwi—with no en 
trees—in a cheap restauraut, costing 
him a couple of cents In vur money, a 
mah took a reat at a table opposite 
bin, whose appearsuce seemed to offer 
a striking subject for-a-phtute. Dae 
i wis shabbily dressed, a conical hat, 
roustache turned up, a pointed beard 
Was suggestive of Mephistopheles. Ky- 
erson asked bim if he would object to 
bis making a sketch of bin. The man 
cousented, and the artist, opening ‘a 
portfoliu be bad with him, took ont 
pencil and paper and went to work, 
The model was an Engtishman, aud 
they conversed during the sitting. 
Ryerson possessed a gift for catch. 
ing Hkenesses, Iniportant. in that day 
when there was no cheap way of get- 
ting them, for Daguerre had only Just 
invented his process. A sketch was 
wade that Was an excellent reprodue- 
tion of the man’s features, ineloding 
a sear over the right eye. Ryerson re- 
gretted that lie could tot pay for the 
sitting, but the man declared that, be 
iny poor bimself, he could ‘appreciats 
the other's feelings. However, he ex- 
pended a lira in a litre of wine, which 
he invited Ryerson to shafe with bim. 
He seemed, however, to be a misan- 
thropic person, and Ryerson judged 
that be had met with some misfor- 
tune or had been treated ‘unjustly. 
At any rate, his disposition. had ev 
He made an im- 


pression on the artist, and after they. 


parted Ryerson could not get bim out 
of his mind, And tha sketch kept the 
impression alive. \ 

Ryerson engaged passage to America 
by way of Genoa, and While waiting 
for the ship to sail put up at a hotel 
where the guests were mostly English 
and Americans, tn the reading room 
he pieked up an English paper and 
while scanning it bis eye caught an 
advertisement for-Information of Cectl 
Manchester, followed by a description 
which tallied with Ryerson’s model. A 
reward of £200 was offered for infor- 
mation that would lead to the party's 
discovery. 

Ryerson was so impressed with the 
belief that the two were identical that 
he.was tempted to cancel his passage 
at Genoa and go home’ by way. of 
London Itis story of his meeting 
with the man he bad sketched might 
furnish a clew to his discovery. But 
to go Dy London would be more ex- 
pensive. Te tossed a coin to decide 
whether or nét he shonld take his 
chances of profit hy going to London, 
and London won. ." 

Counting up his available funds, h 
found that he could get to London, but 
if he received no acquisition there he 
vvould be short of his passage money. 
Again he flipped the coin to determine 
if he should take -this added chance. 
Again the risk won. 

A few days later Ryerson stepped 
into the office of the London paper that 
had contained the ad. and told his 
story. 

“Wave you the sketch?" 
asked, 

tle at once protinced it and was 
offered any price he would ask for its 
nse, It was surely a likeness of the 
party ‘sought for and the onl¥ likeness 
extant. Its publication would be of 
grent help in finding the original. Ryer- 
eon told them that they could have the 
dleture for any price they chose to 
pay, and they drew a check for a bun- 
dred pounds. 

So far, so good. If the sketch led to 
finding the original Ryerson would re- 
ceive the £200 reward in addition, ta 
ali 81.500, 

The Hkeneas was vnblished all over 
che continent, especially in Italy, and 
finally met the ere of its original who 
had found a position as croupler at the 
ensino in Lucerne, He vt once open- 
ed a correapondence with the London 
paper.

He was 
ecarded as the connecting link be 
ween Cecil Manchester and his fam- 
ily, who had wronged him, and both 
rere anxious to pour out favors upon 
the artist whose marvelous likeness

Having been paid the reward, he was 
invited to the fumily residence In Der. 
snahire, where he was wined and dined 
to both bia beart’s and his stomach’s 
“wontent. An offer of another year's 
ettidy In Italy was made bin on an al 
lowance of £500, But Lyerson WAS an 
American gentieman, though a strug- 
glineg artist, and declined to accept the 
offer, However, the principal reason 
for his declining it was that he made a 
maton with a powunger sister of Cecil 
Manchester and took her back with him 
to America, where he achieved a repu- 
tition and wealth as a portralt painter,

_ Poultry Farasites. 
A long winter generally means a 


| weakened vitality to all animals, and 


‘ 


anything that ean be done to remove 
obstacles and supply the essentials 
should be done, One of the great 
obstacles to successful poultry hus- 
bandry is.the invasion of intestinal 
‘parasites, These creatures flourish 


[oe the birds wifter or sunimer, 


taking their toll unseen and irrespec- 
tive of weather conditions. They are 
worse than potato beetles, which are 
honest enough to do their mischief 
in plain view, and work just eight 
hours a day for but six weeks of the 
year. ‘The intestinal parasites infest- 
ing poultry have a union code oftheir 
own—-'24 hours per day and 365 
days per year, get all you can, why 
worry about the poultry-keéper’s pro- 
fits.” At the O.A.C. the Intestinal 
parasites infesting the poultry flocks 
were banished for good and forever 
eighteen months ago. How was it 
done? 

The Method.——A gallon of a mix- 
ture of wheat and oats, to which is 
added a small teaspoonful of toncen- 
trated lye, is cooked slowly for two 
hours and allowed to cool. The birds 
are given their ordinary feed one 
morning and then nothing elsé until 
the next morning, when they are 
given as much of the lye mixture ag 
they will eat, with plenty of water. 
This is done two or three times dur 
ing the season at intervais of. on: 
month. 

The large, round worm infesting 
poultry may be as short as one inch, 
and the cz#cum worm only three- 
tenths of an inch, and one of tape 
worms only one-fiftieth of an inch 
long. Very easy to. overlook..—L, 
Stevenson, 0.A.C,, Guelph.

A less tender cut of beef may, with 

skliful cooking be made almost as 
delicious as a choicer plece. There 
are times, however, when one wishes 
‘a syclal treat’ of a tender ‘plece of 
meat. 
Im general, the tender cuts for 
steak are. sirloin, porterhouse, tender- 
loin and short cut rib. Tender cuts 
for roasting are rib and loin. 

The less tender, and therefore the 
less expensive cuts are chuck, shoul- 
der, flank, round, rump, neck, plate. 
brisket and shank. 

The best method of cooking tender 
cute da to sear the meat at a high 
temperature until a brown, coating {s 
formed, which will shut in thé juices. 
Then reduce the heat and finish cook- 
ing. Do not cover the meat, nor add 
water. Turn the meat to insure 
even cooking. Pour off accumulated 
fat to prevent frying.

ture and slow cooking are needed to 
‘dissolve the connective tiesue. Sear 
the meat in a small quantity of fat; 
then reduce the temperature, add a 
little water, cover tightly and cook 
glowly until tender.

Less tender cuts are used in meat 
loaf, croquettes and many ways in 
which ground meat is a foundation.

Contrasting the Proceedure of 
the Law and its Ad- 


ministration 


The efficiency of British and 
French detective procedure is pro- 
nounced about equal, by a writer on 
the subject in “Paris et le Monde”, 
(Paris). Radical differences in law 
and. custom in the two countries favor 
sometimes one and sometimes the

of these differences is that British 
law presumes. a ‘man innocent until 
proved guilty, wheres. in France a 
suspected man is treated as guilty 
until his -innocerice is established.

There is no question of waiting for 
the local police authorities (with the 
consent of a local watch committee) 
to call in the Surete Generale. It is 
the lattet’s job to’ investigate the 
crime, and it gets on with it. 

This method of detached posts— 
miniature Scotland Yards coupled 
with the efficiency of the Brigade 
Mobile, a national Flyinf Squad— 
enables highly trained detectives to 
begin investigations on the spot of 
the crime within a comparatively 
short time—before, as frequently hap- 
pens in England, the clues have be- 
come obliterated and the seent gone 


Although members of the Surete 
Generale carry out the investigations 
immediately following a crime, it is 
the Juge d’Instruction, a powerful 
figure, who actually conducts the in- 
quiry. 

In France a suspect is presumed 
guilty till his innocence is proved, It

tion to interview ‘witnesses, cross- 
examine friends, relatives, and ene- 
mies, and in fact carry out to the 
full his duties as “Examining Magis- 
trate.” 

His «xamination may take weeks, 
months. or even years, dQving which 
time the suspect must remain a -pris- 
oner. 

There is no law-—as in England— 
which ‘says that a suspect must be 
charged with an offense within a 
couple of days, or released. 

In France the fate. of the suspect 
lies in the hands of the examining 
magistrate, and the unfortunate man 
or woman rast remain a prisoner till 
this particular official pronounces a 
“non lieu,” or commits the person: for 
trial, 

Under British law a man is sup- 
posed to be innocent until he has 
been proved to be guilty. No arrest 
can be carried out except under a 
warrant which is issued only if suffi- 
ciently strong evidence against the 
suspected person is produced. 

Team-work and elaborate organiza- 
tion correspond in Great Britain to 
the French method of individualism. 
Rarely is it left to one man to unravel 
a British mestery. Reports are made 
and sent to headquarters of the small- 
est events in every part of the United 
Kingdom, with the result that it is 
rare, indeed, for a criminal to escape 
unnoticed, 

The methods of the French detec- 
tive savor somewhat of the pictur- 
esque. 

Coupled with the greater freedom 
of action and his superior powers for 
dealing with local and public author- 
ities when making inquiries, he has 
the very powerful weapon denied the 
British police, that of being allowed 
to take a suspect to the scene of the 
crinfe and reconstruct the outrage in

As Trading Nation 


Leads World as Paper, Nickel 


and Asestos Exporter 


SECOND IN FLOUR 


Holds Second Place Also for 
Automobiles—Survey 
Issued 


Ottawa, —Interesting commentaries 
on Canadian forelgn trade are made In 
a recent Bureau of Statistics bulletin, 
In the production of printing paper, 
nickel, asbestos and cobalt this Do- 
minion leads the world; occupies sec- 
ond place in the production of wheat 
and automobiles; and in output of 
lead and gold third place. In export 
trade, it leads the world in exports of 
wheat, flour, 2nd in automobiles, and 
third place in exports of wood pulp; 
as well as occupying a very high 
position in the exports of many other 
staple products, such as lumber and 
timber, fish, copper, barley, cheese, 
raw furs, whiskey, meats, rubber tires, 
farm implements, pulpwood, cattle, 
raw gold, silver, lead, rye, oats, rub- 
ber footwear, leather and hides. 

Canada’s Position 


World-wide statistics aré not yet 
available for the calendar year 1929, 
but fer the calendar year 1928, Can- 
ada occupied fifth position {n import 
and export trade, as well as in aggre- 
gate trade, seco: place in-export and 
total trade per capita; third position 
in favorable trade balance, and second 
place in favorable trade balance per 
capita. Inasmuch as Canada’s total 
trade for the calendar year 1929, com- 
ared with 1928, shows a decrease of 
$89,213,000, imports an increase of 
$76,675,000 and exports’ a decrease of 
$165,888,000, it is evident that the Do- 
tminion will continue to hold fifth posi- 
tion in import and total trade in 1929 
among the principal commercial na- 
tions of the world, but that in export 
trade will probably move down to 
sixth position, rielding, fifth place to 
British India. 


Trade Balance 


Also in respect to visible trade bal- 
ance; this was unfavorable on Decem- 
ber 31, 1929, to the extent of $90,535,- 
000 in comparison with a favorable 
trade balance of $161,928,000 on De- 
cember 31, 1928, 

This situation was largely brought 
about by an increase in imports and 
a decrease in exports, In the case of 
4mports the increase was manily due 
to the movement of capital equipment 
into the Dominion to meet expansion 
conditions, while in the case of ex- 
orts the decrease was mainly account- 
ed for by the falling off in the exports 
of grains, particularly wheat, to the 
United Kingdom and Continental Bur- 
ope, due partly to lowef yields, but 
also reflecting temy -rary marketing 
policies as well.

There are three elements which 
must be present in our diet, if we 
would be well: mineral salts, roughage 
and vitamins. These are chiefly to 
be found in milk, vegetables and 
fruits. Tho tendency in most families 
is to eat too much of protein, sugar 
_ ‘and starches. If this habit continues 
to middle life, we become subject to 
rheumatiecm, indigestion, gall bladder 
and kidney troubles and to over- 
weight, which is not ouly disfiguring 
but weakens the vital organs and 
hastens old-age.

gtich as enabling the heart to contract 

the nerves to command action of the 
organs, and the blood to coagulate. 

Phosphorus is neededfor the growth 
of new body cells and to keep the 
blood neutral, Jron is also needed to 
make the cells grow, and body cells 
are constantly wearing out and must 
be replenished, The red blood cor- 
puscles particularly need iron, . Iodine 

4s needed to keep the thyroid gland 
healthy and to encourage normal 
growth and nutrition, Other minerals 
will be found in the same foods which 
furnish them, 

“The value of roughage is that ft 
helps to push the food through the ali- 
mentary canal and thus aids in elim- 
ination of body wastes. — 

The value of vitamins is to regulate 
the body functi®ns. They are neces- 
sary to build teeth, to make wounds 
heal, to foster growth, to make food 
digest and change to body tissue, to 
cause bone material to form. They 
are very important in building up re- 
sistance to disease. Insufficient vita- 
mina is off6 catge of frequent colds, 
rickets, rheumatism and sterility. The 
sick need vitamins in order to get 
well, and the normal need them to 
keep healthy. 

How shall we get these mineral 
salts, roughage and vitamins Build 
the diet Around milk, vegetables and 
frults, Eat some of each every day. 
Have two servings of vegetables, be- 
sides potatoes, each day. Hat spinach 
several times a week, Raw vegetghles 
are richer in minéral salts and vita- 
mins than cooked vegetables, but 

_ eooked vegetables are good. Cooking 
destroys some vitamins. 

To preserve the mineral salts, do 
not soak vegetables in water, for this 
dissolve out these valuable substancés. 
Do not cook them in much water, for 
the same reason, and, by all means, do 


4 not drain’down the sink the water in 


which vegetables are cooked. To do 
Ais throws away the most valuable 
/ part of our food, the very elements 
you must have to be healthy, If only 
alittle water is used to cook vege- 
tables, it may be ‘served with the 
vegetables. If there is more than can 
be thus served, use it in soups or as 
the liquid for gelatine salads. 
Begin early teaching children to 
like vegetables. A four-months-old 
‘baby may be given strained vegetable 
soup. At six or seven months, it may 
_ have vegetable pulp put through a fine 
_- sieve. This will help the child to de- 
velop’ a strong body and also teach 
him to like vegetables.

London. — Prime Minister MacDon- 
ald, in a letter made public recently, 
said the British Government was 
much concerned about anti-religious 
activities in the Soviet union but could 
not say what it could do until it had 
all the facts. Rs 

The letter, an answer to an tn- 
named correspondent regarding religt- 
ous affairs in Russia, was made public 
by the press department of the Labor 
party. 

It specified that news from Riga, 
Latvia, should not be believed until 
corroborated and added that many 
statements from that source had been 
proved false. 

“The history of religion in Russia, 
however,” the letter continues, “is un- 
fortunately full of records of persecu- 
tion. Persecution has never, in one 
way or another, been absent from Rus- 
sian religious life; and the revolntion- 
ary mentality which generations of 
oppression have created has all the 
characteristics of narrowness and vio- 
lence of purpose.” 

The prime minister continues that 
to his colleagues and himself religious 
persecution is hateful, but he says that 
isn’t the question at issue. It ts rath- 
er, he says, “Have we considered what 
we can do?” 

Diplomatic recognition of Russia, 
gald the premier, was décided purely 
on practical and political grounds and 
without reference to internal beliefs 
of policies. He added that Russia had 
been recognized for general good, how- 
ever intricate and troublesome I!m- 
mediate problems might be.

When a new Atlantic cable was laid 
between America and the Azores, in 
1928, the cable was of a new design, 
capable of transmitting ten messaged, 
five in each direction simultaneously. - 
To do this, it had to be of an exact 
length of 1,314.17 miles. So the cable. 
‘ship had to maintain an exact course, 
despite storm or fog, to lay the cable 
on the calculated line, as and diver- 
gence might seriously alter its length 
and spoil its efficiency. 

For the first four days everything 
went like clockwork. Then the ship 
entered the edge of a cyclone. Clouds 
prevented any observations being 
taken of the position of the ship, and 
every roll and pitch of the vessel 
threatened to snap the cable paid out 
from the stern. 


Beating the Storm 


‘Engineers stood by the brakes on 
the cable drum, constantly measuring 
the strain on the cable while the 
ship's officers estimated the drift due 
to wind and current. After thirty 
hours of ceaseless watch there came 
a break in the clouds, and the course 
and mileage of the ship were checked 
and found correct. In seven days the 
whole cable was laid, the length being 
accurate to a foot, 

As invention increases and machines 
still further ease the strain of labor, 
the magnitude of the day's work be- 
comes more and moredmpressive. 

At Chicago recently a huge three- 
storey building was shifted back forty 
feet In a day, to make room for a 
toad widening scheme. Fifty men 
were employed, and 1,400 jacks were 
used to raise the bullding on to the 
rollers and move it along, a feat that 
would have been unthinkable thirty 
years ago. . 

A marvellous new machine was {n- 
troduced lately ‘on the London & 
North Eastern Railway, This will re- 
lay four miles of track in a night. It 
picks wp the old track in lengths of 
sixty feet, dumps them on to a truck 
alongside, carries forward a new sec- 
tlon, and lays {t in position. In gddl- 
tion to this {tt is equipped with its 
own searchlight, generates lis own 
electrical power, and has a circular 
saw that automatically trims the ends 
of the sleepers as they are laid. :

In short the 
barges and the schooner serve exactly 
the same purpose as wholesale build- 
ings on Wad, only their position in the 
arbor so facilitates loading and un- 
loading that the one warehouse on 
land has practically ceased to do busi- 
ness. 
“The harbor is also dotted over by 
some thirty motor-boats, averaging 
about twenty-five feet in length, pos- 
sessing powerful engines and capable 
of carrying four hundred cases. . 
“Some of these boats are very fast, 
and can reach the Florida coast in 
two hours. These belong to the boot- 
leggers in Miami, who employ young 
‘men to pilot them and shoot across 
with loads aacording to orders. The 
course of procedure is as follows: 
“The owners of the barges live in 
Nassau, and order the liquor from 
England to that port. It arrives in 
cases, and they repack it Into sacks, 
so that it can be handled with light- 
hing speed. Each sack contains six 
bottles. 
“The sacks. are then put’ aboard 
schooners, which convey the liquor 
the 116 miles from Nassau to Bimini 
(ot course, there are other centres as 
well as Bimini, but we are concerned 
just now only with the latter). The 
schooners draw up alongside the 
barges and unload. The American 
bootleggers now do business with the 
barges, each of which has a capable 
man in charge. Thus far everything 
is plain sailing. “ 
“The greatest risks of all are taken 
by the men who carry the liquor from 
the barges to the coast of Florida.

This attitude {is understandable 
since the Great War was Canada’s 
first experience of war on a large 
scale, And in setting out the present 
cost of war, it must not be believed:

oppose the demands of ex-soldiers for 
more generous treatment: or to re- 
gard the war expenditures as a burden 
which could have been avoided in any 
way.

Between 1914-19 this Dominion 
spent $1,492,166,548 for war’ purposes.

An English View of a Live 
Topic 

—The highway authorities of all kinds, 
from policemen on, point duty to the 
‘Home Secretary, a ecoming seri- 
ously concerned ee problem of 
the motor car. There is every reason 
for their anxiety; for it Seems pos- 
sible that if any more care are put on 
the road none of them will be able to 
move—unless the skill of the police 
may extricate the ambulance vans 
that carry away the dead and the dy- 
ing. Street accidents are rapidly in- 
creasing; and it may soon be as ad- 
yenturous to take a walk as to go 
tiger shooting. But the real problem 
of the car is the effect of {ts excessive 
use on the survivors. 

The new petrol-driven transport ve- 
hicle has not yet found its balanced 
_place in the social system. It is be- 
ing used in the same reckless, unbal- 
anced way that charwomen used gin 
in the 18th century, and as over-ex- 
cited neuroties use*cocaine to-day. 
The motor car is the most fashionable 
modern drug for restless nerves. In- 
stead of playing early-Victorian cro- 
quet on our lawn we now motor a 
score of miles to play golf in the next 
county. Instead of strolling in the 
park on Sunday afternoons we go 
down to the South Coast for lunch. All 
these new possibilities may have many 
advantages. But the point to note is 
that the price that we must pay for 
them is a very great consumption of 
time in travelling to find them. Still 
worse, a large number of pergoys are 
making the process cf travelling an 
end in itself. The mere sensation of 
movement seems to satisfy many own- 
ers of cars. Lunch at a Brighton 
hotel is not In itself so much better 
than any other-lunch as to recom- 
pense travelling 12 miles from-London 
and back to procure it, 

Instead of increasing the possibill- 
ties of life by extending its range it 
is probable that the motor car has 
done the exact opposite. By rushing 
over a hundred miles of road in a car, 
instead of more quietly covering ten 
on foot, one does not see ten times as 
much, On the contrary one probably 
gees one tenth. It is only the cruder 
minds that measure the worth, of the 
world hy the number of mile-posts, as 
it is only the sodden souls that meéa- 
sure the use of wine by the quart. 
One of the most serious diseases of 
the “car mind” is that it‘tends to mea- 
sure the success of a day by its mile- 
age. : 

It is necessary to realize that the 


motor car is precisely on the same 
footing as electricity and gas, chloro- 
form, drugs and all the other power- 
ful forces which science has placed in 
our hands. The roads are maintained 
at public expense that they can be 
used for rational purposes. You may 
use your own car as you-please, but it 
must hever endanger the reasonable 
safety of every other user of the road, 
from excessive speed, unnecessary 
noise or dust. In concrete practice 
these legal principles would, roughly, 
forbid more than 20 miles an hour or 
any hooting after norma) bedtime. . 

But the most important duty the 
motorist has to consider is that which 
he owes to himself, If the motor is to 
develop on its present lines rs the 
chief hobby of mankind then life will 
cease to be an affair of the intellect, 
though it may end by having solved 
the problem of perpetual motion. Man 
will always be moving, and rarely do- 
ing anything except oiling his wheels 
and cranks. It has not\come to that 
yet; men still get out of their cars to 
play on golf links, and there is still 
the happy possibility that they may 
look at the. surrounding countryside 
while a tire is being repaired. But 
these imperfections of machinery and 
inclination for physical exercise will 
not long resist the drug movement; 
and the ideal man of the engineering 
future will have a non-stop life on the 
road. The wit who recently discover- 
ed that the Englishmani’s home is his 
garage almed his shaft at too station- 
ary a target, The active minds of to- 
day now live in each other's dust. 
This is a dangerous reversal of social 
traditions. A man of dignity needs 4 
peymmanent address. If motoring 1s 
not td become a national debauchery, 
in which speed and distance will take 
the place of the older and more cul- 
tured pursuits of wine, women, and 
song, then the owner of a car must 
deliverately. restrain himself. and 
sternly refuse to use his own timeand 
the public road in traveling without 
rational excuse. SEE : 

In the ideal world the policemen on 
point duty will all be scientists and 
philosophers of the highest academic 
distinction. When motorists have be- 
come ladies and gentlemen, and not 
road-hogs, there will, of course, be lit- 
tle necessity for regulating the traffic 
in the ordinary sense. So when the 
philosopher on point duty holds up his 
arresting arm it will be in order that 
he may ask a profound question: 
“Have you, sir or madam, any sufficl- 
ent reason for travelling in your car?

According to experiments conduct- | 
ed at the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege, it is now quite possible to raise 
the yield forty percent. by using clean | 
high quality seed. Results based on, 
the work of the last few years actual- 
ly show that this increase over the 
low-yielding plots run all the way 
from 36 to 63 per cent. The rreceagel 
ance of well-cleaned seed is further il- 
lustrated by the results from plots 
where small, shrunken and broken 
seed was used in one case and large 
plump kernels in the other. The case 
of the former showed the yield with 
oats to be 46.6 bushels per acre 45 
compared with 62 bushels from the 
latter.

William B, Leeds,’the former Princess 
Xenia, gffered to receive Anastasia, 
and in February, 1928, Anastasia final- 
ly reached the United States. _ 

I*thought. that now her troubles 
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I must say that Anastasia has been 
totally fitwrepresented by her own ad- 
herents who, in tfying.‘o provoke 
more y for her, and ceplain 
away her often bewildering actions o 
statements, have created a wrong pic- 
ture of her, She can indeed be bewild- 
ering and exasperating. But in this 
her personality has not changed. She 
ean be witty and kind, but she is still 
the enfant terrible, and that can be 
very trying in a grown person. She 
suffers from all the idiosyncrasies 
common to royalty. She insists on 
most rigid observance of court étl- 
quette. She hates everything associ- 
ated—like the Russian language— 
with her fearful family tragedy. It is 
on these grounds that she considers 
it ineulting to be questioned. Her ad- 
herents started the very harmful myth 
that she lost her memory and forgot 
Russian. Anastasia’s memory is 
amazingly good. Actually, Russian is 
the only language she knows perfeot- 
ly, but she insists on talking either 
English or German. 

But if one doesn’t violate a ftunda- 
mental of court etiquette by asking 
her questions, she herself will talk 
freely of her past. Her last recollec- 
tion of the night of July 17, 1918, is 
that she saw the Commissar Yourov- 
sky shoot the Emperor through the 
head. She hid behind her. sister Olga, 
heard Olga scream, and lost conscious- 
ness. She came to herself in a peas- 
ant cart, traveling along the highway 
with two men and.two women. She 
was covered with wounds and remain- 
ed for a long time semi-conscious. 
Later it was explained that the two 
men were among the Bolshevik shoot- 
ing squad and accompanied the bodies 
of the victims to the forest. They no- 
tleed that Anastasia was alive, stole 
her, and brought het to their farm. 
They set out the same night in a cart 
and after many weeks of weary travel 
they rechéd Rumania. 

There Anastasia married one of her 
resevers and gave birth to a son. 
Soon afterward her husband, Tchal- 
kowsky, was killed. Her little son is 
said to have died. Anastasia made 
her way to Germany, where she want- 
ed to find her godmother, Princess 
Irene of Prussia. Arrived in Berlin, 
she threw herself from a bridge in a 
fit of déspair, but was.rescued by the 
police. Since she refused to answer 
a single question, she was placed in 
an insane ansylum. It was there that 
she was recognized by Russian visit- 
ors who had kwown her in her child- 
hood. They obtained her release from 
the asylum in 1922.—North American 
Review.

What is a pearl anyway? 


You have heard of the panic which of eggs a year, but they float on the

The tiny bivalve, using a greenish 
fiber-root sticking out of it, clings to 
anything it can, and\feeds on the 
microscopic vegetable’. and animal 
forms in the water.  Sliffting about 
with the tides, it finally clitgs to the 
seabed with jts byssus root uniil it 
grows and anghors itself for Ufe-—or 
until a flerce-looking aiver grave it. 
Oysters have other enemies, however; 
turtles crack open their shells, fish at- 
tack them and worst of all, borere 
which gradually, like an auger g0 
through the shell and kii.—or if they 
can’t kill, perhaps bring into being a 
pearl. The parasite borer,*or often 
a worm spewed out by a small fish in 
the neighborhood of the suell, pere- 
trates to the oyster, irritates the 
very delicate but hardy oyster sub- 
stance, and q pearl rssu‘ts!

How Water Is Lost From the Anima! 
Body. 

Water is lost from the animal body 
in quantity through the lungs and 
excretory organs, during the pro- 
cesses which we call life, and ff life 
is to be maintained with normal 
functioning of all body organs the 
water supply to the body must be 
kept up to the normal requirement. 
When an anima! is totally deprived 
of drinking water it dies when ten 
per cent. of its body water dis- 
appears, but will firat have lost half 
ite protein and all its fat. Dry the 
animal out to tke extent of ten per 
cent. by cutting off the supply and 
life departs. If ten per cent. is dis- 
astrous, think how equally detrimen- 
tal even one jor ¢ per cent. would 
be to the general weMare of the ani-

The attomobile as an 
institution is not old enough for stad- 
ents of disposal to make a fair com- 
putation of how long nature must 
work to obliterate the old wrecks, for, 
surely, some of the first still rest on 
city lots and along the nation’s roads. 


Returning’ to the problem of what 
to do with the 25,000,000 automobiles 
tHat will go out of service during the 
next decade, we find Mr. Ullman writ 
ing:

“The scenery has a real and practh 
cal value. People are attracted by 
the surroundings more than by any 
other obaracteristic to purchase real 
eatate, to build homes, and to use land 
for vacation purposes, Apparently 
{t ia perfectly possible under exist- 
ing laws to restrain other nuisances; 
for instance, the law may be invoked 
to. prevent the erection of a slaughter 
house or a soap-factory in:an unsul- 
table place. Why should there not 
be a law to prevent a man from 
making a nuisance in an esthetic 
sense, and thereby preserve for home- 
builders the practical value of real 
estate?” 

The course of the junk dealer, who

Those engaged in the efforts to dis- 
pose of old cars have definite answers 
for all these proposed solutions. 

Take that with reference to dis- 
mantling the decrepit car. Thousands 
are being dismantled all the time. 
Junk dealers started it. Automo- 
bile dealers through their trade bodies 
later got into the buginess. Dis- 
mantling a car, however, they have 
found does not remove all traces of 
it from the face of the earth. En- 
gine and drive mechanism as to cer- 
tain parts are about all that is worth 
dismantling. Usually, there is left 
the body, the chassis, the tireless 
wheels—as forlorn a sight as any 
one would care'to see. That has to 
be diaposed of after the dismantling. 
So, the process does, not solye the 
problem. , 

Dumping old automobjlées into holes 
that are to be filled up for buiding or 
other purposes is practised to a imit- 
ed extent, Only, however, where the 
care ond the holes are fairly close to- 
gether, If it is necessary to move 
the car to the hole, the handting in- 
volved makes the move economical- 
ly unwise, ' 

Many ideas have been tried and are 
being tried, it is pointed out, Some 
are successful in some places, others 
elsewhere. None, however, is- com- 
pletely the answer to the problem.

TOBACCO SEED

BACON EXPORTS FALL 


Figures recently made public by 
the British Board of Trade show that 


in 1929 Canada’s bacon export to 4, lively discussion followed on house.

the quantity sent in 1905—25 years | 


ago. In fact Canada was lowest on 
thelist of countries shipping this com 
modity to Great Britain, Denmark 
having shipped nearly 25 times as 
much as this country. Netherlands 
was next, while the United States, al- 


| though far down on the list, shipped 


three‘times as much as Canada did: 
This occurred in spite of an enormous 
increase in the amount of bacon con- 
sumed in that country in the past few 
years. 


CURRENT CROP REPORT 


The crop report for the second 
week in March indicates a brisk de- 
mand for seed in Carleton County. 
Dundas and Dufferin are both appre- 
hensive regarding the unusual weath- 
er conditions. Egg prices in Durham 
are at a very low level. Alfalfa and 
clover in Halton appear to be favor- 
able at the present time while in Hast 
ings the reverse is true. A good sup- 
ply of red clover seed obtains in Hur- 
on and will replace alfalfa in many 
cases. Plowing has already started 
in Lambton and a great ‘interest in 
the better cleaning of seed grain is 
reported. No scarcity of hay exists 
in Lanark-with quantities moving at 
from $9 to $12 per ton. Fall wheat 
and clover are good in Lincoln and 
fruit trees have wintered well.. Milk 
production in Middlesex is adequate 
to meet all demands. In Peel one 
farmer reports 150 of 200 trees so 
badly girdled by rabbits that bridge 
grafting is useless to save them. Fall 
wheat and clover look good in Ontar- 
io, Peterboro and Prince Edward. 
Conditions are not as good in South 
Simcoe but feed is plentiful. In Wat-
